CHURCH leaders say they expect 
congregations to rise due to the 
ongoing financial crisis as folk seek 
divine inspiration to help them 
through their troubles. 

The rising cost of living and the effects of 
the credit crunch are expected to see people 
turn to spiritual guidance for help through 
these difficult times. 

It comes as the Church of England revealed 
visits to its website have rocketed during the 
current financial meltdown which threatens 
the world’s economy. 

The site said it had more than 8,000 visitors 
sending a ‘virtual prayer’ asking God to help 
ease the crisis, while those checking out its 
debt advice page had increased by more than 
70 per cent in recent weeks. 

But though people may be seeking the 
Almighty online, many say they expect to see 
visits to local religious centres rise too as the 
crunch begins to bite. 

And church leaders in and around 
Faversham say they are bracing themselves 
for a surge in their congregations in the 
run-up to Christmas. 

The Rev Tony Oehring, of St Mary of Charity 
parish church, told Yourswale: “I think it is a 
question of watch this space. Any crisis in life is 
usually a time for us to reflect on our priorities. 

“I am not sure many really kn ow what effect 
all this might have in the longer run. 

“A reality check was necessary in the finan¬ 
cial industry and the banks - and to some 
extent government has ridden the wave. 

“But I guess as ‘people in the street’ we are 
yet to see the effects this might have on pen¬ 
sions, tax, interest rates, employment, retail

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Credit crunch leads to 
drop in profits at Steps

UK's oldest 
brewer feels 
the squeeze

TOUGH market conditions includ¬ 
ing the smoking ban, a wet summer 
and the credit crunch are to blame 
for a fall in Shepherd Neame’s prof¬ 
its this year. 

Britain’s oldest brewer and one of the town’s 
biggest employers, established in the town 
since 1698, announced pre-tax profits of £9.1 
million down from £10.5 million last year. 

However, turnover was up 1.7 per cent to 
£101.7 million, helped by export sales boosted 
by its licensed Japanese lager Asahi Super Dry, 
which increased by more than 11 per cent. 

Chairman Jonathan Neame said the results, 
up to June 28 this year, proved the company 
has had to face up to some “very considerable 
challenges”. 

He said: “The first year of the smoking ban 
was always going to be difficult for many pubs 
but for this to coincide with a very wet summer 
in 2007, spiralling supply chain costs and a 
sharp drop in consumer confidence in the sec¬ 
ond half of the year was unprecedented. 

“This has been as difficult a year as anyone in 
the industry can remember. We have had to 


contend with significant cost inflation at a time 
of weakening demand. 

“These conditions are likely to persist into 2009. 
We remain naturally cautious about the coming 
year as the precise impact of cost pressures and 
consumer spending remains uncertain.” 

The rising price of energy and raw materials 
such as malt and glass had also squeezed mar¬ 
gins at the 300-year old brewery. 

Chairman Miles Templeman said: “The diffi¬ 
cult economic environment combined with the 
smoking ban has clearly hurt the national pub 
trade, but we still achieve good returns with the 
right management and the right investment. 

“It is particularly disappointing the govern¬ 
ment does not recognise the important social, 


cultural and community role of British beer 
and British pubs and also fails to recognise the 
economic value of our sector. 

“Rather, it sees the industry as a tax collec¬ 
tion point on one hand and a social problem on 
the other.” 

Jon Howard, a spokesman for consumer 
group the Campaign for Real Ale said the 
results were more indicative of a wider problem 
in the industry. 

He said: “Falling profit margins are simply a 
reflection of what is going on in the pub indus¬ 
try at the moment. Research has shown around 
a ten per cent decline in pub-going over the past 
year, with Shepherd Neame’s losses in line with 
this statistic.” 


Litterbugs facing 
on-the-spot fine 

DROPPING litter in a public place could 
lead to a fine of £80 and a court appear¬ 
ance warns Swale council. 

In the first week of October, enforce¬ 
ment officers issued 15 fixed penalty 
notices to people caught dropping 
and leaving litter, such as cigarette 
butts, in Sittingboume, Faversham and 
Sheemess town centres. 

A recent survey by Clean Kent, Kent 
County Council’s campaign to combat 
littering, one key response was that they 
would like to see more on-the-spot fines 
for those caught dropping rubbish. 

Swale council’s environmental response 
manager, Alister Andrews, said there is 
no excuse for dropping fitter: “These latest 
on-the-spot fines send out a clear message 
to people in Swale that we take matters 
such as this very seriously. 

“Most people find this kind of mess 
revolting, so if we have to resort to 
enforcement and fines, we will. 

“People must use the bins provided 
and take litter home with them, so 
that we can make Swale a cleaner 
place for all.”

Cops hail 
carnival a 
big success 


Warning to watch 
speed while town 
road is resurfaced 


THIS year’s Faversham Carnival 
was enjoyed by all, including the 
police, who didn’t have to make a 
single arrest. 

There were also no reports of 
assaults or criminal damage in the 
town centre on Saturday evening, 
and officers have hailed the polic¬ 
ing of the event a total success. 

Thousands took to the streets to 
enjoy the event, which included a 
procession which went twice round 
a shorter circular route, devised to 
reduce policing costs. 

Similarly there was no fair fol¬ 
lowing the introduction of charges 
for policing events earlier this 
year. 

Officers and Police Community 
Support Officers did confiscate a 
small amount of alcohol from 
under-age youths and will be send¬ 
ing letters to parents, warning 
them about their children’s behav¬ 
iour. 

Inspector Kevin Swinney, who 
oversaw the police presence at the 
event, said: "We are very pleased 
that people were able to enjoy the 
event on Saturday and that the 
event was crime-free. We worked 
hard to ensure no problems.” 


WORK begins tomorrow on resur¬ 
facing Park Road, potentially caus¬ 
ing delays to drivers on their way 
into Faversham town centre. 

Kent Highways are warning 
drivers to keep their speed to a 
minimum while they carry out 
resurfacing work on the carriage¬ 
way, between the junction of Chapel 
Street and East Street, followed 
by the replacement of all road 
markings. 

The street was highlighted by 
the agency as in need of repair after 
it was identified as being “below 
an acceptable condition” and ear¬ 
marked for essential resurfacing. 

The road will be temporarily closed 
while the works are carried out, 
between the hours of 8.30am and 
5pm tomorrow, Friday and Monday, 
restricting access. 

Kent County Council have also 
asked the area be free of all cars and 


for drivers who five along Park Road 
to leave their vehicles elsewhere 
while the works are taking place. 
Failure to do so could result in the 
resurfacing being cancelled. 

A Kent Highways spokesman said: 
“Feedback from our workers shows 
that too many drivers go too fast 
through road works. Everyone is 
entitled to a safe workplace. Our 
men and women work next to mov¬ 
ing traffic and risk injury every day.” 

Drivers are also warned to be 
aware of bogus callers claiming to be 
from Kent Highways who want to 
carry out work on private properties. 
Anyone who says they are working 
for the agency or its specialist con¬ 
tractors and offering to carry out any 
work for cash should be treated with 
caution.

Cruelty to children must stop. FULL STOP. 




WITH 85 per cent of the NSPCC’s 
income stemming from community 
fundraisers, the closure of several 
groups in east Kent due to lack 
of volunteers is a serious blow for 
the charity. 

The NSPCC provides a range of services for 
children, including the vital Childline tele¬ 
phone service, which can be a lifeline for young¬ 
sters who need someone to talk to in confidence. 

Spokesman Anna Kier said: “The last few 
years has seen a gradual drop in volunteers. 

“Many of our helpers have supported the 
NSPCC for decades, but as they have got older, 
there has been a lack of younger volunteers 
replacing them. This has caused many of our 
groups to become inactive. 

“For example, the east Kent and Canterbury 
area, in the past, had many active fundraising 
groups, including, Faversham, Heme Bay, 
Canterbury, Barham, Whitstable, and 
Adisham and Ickham. 

“Many of these groups are no longer active. 
Currently we only have two active groups - 
Heme Bay and Canterbury.” 

Swale has been particularly badly hit, with 
just one group in Sittingboume representing 
the NSPCC in the borough. But even this is 
hard-pushed due to lack of new recruits. 

Mrs Kier said: “Swale branch is severely lack¬ 


ing in volunteers. In the past there were more 
than 15 different fundraising groups in the area, 
including a group on the Isle of Sheppey, but this 
has now decreased dramatically to just three. 
There is only one group in Swale, Sittingboume, 
and they are in desperate need of extra support.” 

But there is some good news too. A new 
group set up just six months ago in 
Canterbury by Max Tillings and Katie Roach 
has already raised £10,000. 


Mrs Kier said: “Their achievements have 
been exceptional and are inspirational for any¬ 
one who is interested in fundraising.” 

ChildLine, now part of the NSPCC, also relies 
on volunteers to take calls, but the charity is 
based at centres in London, Scotland and the 
north and west of England, with none in Kent.

Mr Gomm said: “It’s quite a traditional 
festival, but I thought I’d send it in anyway, 
even though I was expecting the judges 
to hate it. But I knew the photography was 
good so I thought we might be in with a 
chance of an award for that. 

“I wasn’t even in the room when it was 
screened. The film has got violence and swear¬ 
ing in it and I thought they would hate it. 

“When the winners were read out, they do 
it in reverse order. There are loads, best actor, 
best script, best sound etcetera. As each one 
came up I thought ‘we might win this one’. 

“But when best photography was read out 
I thought ‘well that’s it’. 

“But then they read out the best film and 
they said ‘number nine, Dark Roads.’ I could¬ 
n’t believe it. I just sat there with my mouth 
open and my mum had to push me to get up 
and go to the stage.” 

Dark Roads enjoyed universal acclaim 
from the judges who praised practically 
every aspect of the production from

Describing the film, judge Valerie Ellis said: 
‘Wow! What a dynamic, challenging and 
beautifully made movie. The picture quality, 
the creative use of sound, the sure direction 
and the acting made it a very exciting movie.” 

Fellow judge, Graham Evans, said: “A 
clever plot, magnificent production values, 
technically brilliant camera sequences 
and lighting. Superb shots from the side of 
fast-moving vehicles.”

QUESTION & ANSWER 


DR PAUL 
WILKINSON 



QTell me a little bit about yourself? 

A I run the Kent Archaeological Field 
School, based in a wonderful converted 
oast house just outside Faversham. 

The school has now been running for ten 
years and has over 700 members. We aim to 
bring the opportunity of participating in 
archaeology to the general public and in this 
we have been very successful. 

Each year we focus on a site under threat of 
destruction and excavate it to the highest 
standards. Our work has been recognised by 
some as the most important amateur work 
taking place in Kent today, we have even had 
Channel 4’s Time Team making a programme 
about our work at Syndale Park. 


Q 


What first interested you in archaeology? 


A I first became interested as a very small 
boy watching Mortimer Wheeler excavat¬ 
ing part of St Albans, he took the time to spend 
half an hour with me explaining what he was 
doing and how important it was. I was hooked. 

Q What is your favourite or preferred aspect of 
archaeology? 

A lt has to be Roman archaeology -1 was given 
a post-graduate scholarship to Rome by the 
Royal Society of Arts because I had just obtained 
First Class Honours in my first degree. In Rome 
I excavated with people who were the giants of 
their profession -1 learnt so much. 


Q Where is the most unusual or interesting place you 
have researched? 

A I have just returned from excavating at 
Pompeii, I was invited by one of the large 
American universities to head up their exca¬ 
vation team - it was terrific - and I get to go 
back next year. 

Q Have you explored or made any interesting discoveries 
in the local area recently? 

A This May I took archaeological students 
and members of the KAFS to a farm, just 
to the west of Faversham, adjacent to 
Watling Street, to investigate the probable 
site of a Roman villa found by field-walking 
and test-pitting. 

Our first evaluation trench exposed a cor¬ 
nucopia of archaeological features which 
included the concrete base of a large corn 
mill, a sunken road, Anglo-Saxon buildings 
and the remains of a massive stone-built 
Roman bath house. 

Some rooms had underfloor heating, with 
alcoves containing hot plunge baths. The 
excavated base of a rectangular pillar sug¬ 
gests the bath house was arcaded. This elabo¬ 
rate and exotic building has its roots in build¬ 
ings built in Rome by Constantine as 
Christian baptisteries in the 4th century.

Q What do you think of the cultural and artistic life of 
Swale? 

A lt is a wonderful place to work - Swale 
people have helped and supported the field 
school for the last ten years - without them it 
would never have happened. 

Next month we begin to excavate a Roman 
building which is probably a theatre - one of 
the very few found in Roman Britain, and 
again located here in Swale.

A I like to go for a long-distance walk with 
my wife for at least a week, because I find 
it is the only way to get to know the land and 
its people.

Deep-clean to take 
fight to superbugs 

Six hospitals to be scrubbed and disinfected

HEALTH bosses have announced 
the launch of a deep-cleaning 
programme at six community 
hospitals as the battle against 
superbugs continues. 

NHS West Kent said Hawkhurst hospital 
near Cranbrook would be first, with every 
wall, ceibng fitting and bed in each ward and 
clinical area being scrubbed and disinfected. 

Karen Jefferies, the Primary Care Trust’s 
deputy director for community services, said: 
“Tackling healthcare-associated infections is a 
key priority for our hotel services staff and the 
community hospital clinical staff. 

“We aim to provide complete assur¬ 
ance to our patients, their families 
and our staff that we take the clean¬ 
liness of our hospitals seriously.” 

The PCT reopened Livingstone 
Hospital in Dartford last week after 
it was given a major deep-clean fol¬ 
lowing the death of a patient during 
an outbreak of Clostridium difficile. 

Community hospitals are particu¬ 
larly susceptible to infections like 
C-diff and Novovirus, also known as 
winter vomiting disease. 

KOS Media’s Hand Hygiene cam¬ 
paign has seen the award-winning 
publishers working alongside the 
NHS in Kent to highlight the impor¬ 
tance of washing your hands regularly and 
using the alcogel provided in hospitals and 
healthcare centres. 

Basic hand hygiene at home, work and in

The deep-cleaning programme is 
part of a national initiative which 
will be completed in hospitals 
across the country by March 31. 

Following a trial at Livingstone, 
the PCT said that MRSA-resistant 
disposable curtains, which are also 
flame-retardant, would be fitted 
around beds in all its community 
hospitals. 

The 22-bed Hawkhurst hospital 
specialises in active rehabilitation 
for adults recovering from illness 
or injury and the PCT said the 
deep-clean would cause minimum 
disruption to patients. 

Livingstone Hospital, Tonbridge Cottage 
Hospital, Edenbridge and District War 
Memorial Hospital and Sevenoaks Hospital 
will be deep-cleaned as part of the autumn 
initiative. 

Gravesham Community Hospital will be 
cleaned early in the New Year.

Getting the online safety message across with new DVD 


A SPECIALLY created DVD offering advice to 
help keep children safe while using social net¬ 
working sites such as Facebook has been 
launched. 

Funded by Kent Police and Kent County 
Council, the e-safety DVD is the first in a series 
created by young people. 

It will be distributed, along with teaching 
material to support its aims and objectives, to 
schools across the county. The DVD was 


launched at the fourth e-safety conference to be 
held at Kent Police College, run by KCC. 

Students from Kent Safe Schools and 
Medway Youth Parliament, who sit on the Kent 
and Medway Young People’s Safety Forum, cre¬ 
ated the idea of the DVD and worked with 
members of the county’s e-safety group to cre¬ 
ate it. 

The forum includes representatives from 
KCC, Kent Police, schools, Kent Youth County 


Council and Medway Youth Parliament. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
said: “Offering advice and guidance to children 
on how to stay safe online is sometimes met 
with resistance and maybe seen as adults 
‘telling them what to do’. 

“Be safe - e-safe has been produced by chil¬ 
dren for children with the hope it will break 
that barrier and help to deliver the messages 
on how to stay safe on the internet.” 


'People are 
happy with 
our police' 

A CONFERENCE held by Kent Police 
Authority to canvass views on how the 
police should be made more accountable 
to the public found people are largely 
satisfied already. 

The meeting followed the Home Office 
review of policing led by Sir Ronnie 
Flanagan and Government discussions 
which included proposals to give local 
people a chance to have their say in who 
oversees policing. 

The conference, at the Ramada Hotel 
in Maidstone, asked representatives of 
Kent Police, NHS, the prison service and 
Kent Fire and Rescue for their views and 
opinions on directly elected police 
authorities. 

A survey was also carried out and find¬ 
ings included: 

• Seventy-seven per cent agreed the cur¬ 
rent structure of an authority made up of 
councillors and local people is effective; 

• Seventy-six per cent disagreed with 
the proposed new structure; 

• Fifty per cent called for more local 
councillors than local people; 

• Eighty per cent thought the new pro¬ 
posed structure would be a risk to polic¬ 
ing in Kent and Medway. 

Ann Barnes, chairwoman of the Kent 
Police Authority, said: “Policing has 
undergone many changes over the years 
and we wanted to hear fresh ideas. 

“I am pleased people feel the current 
set up is the right mix of people. 

“From our point of view it is really 
important that we have a balance on the 
authority. 

“We need to avoid party politics to 
make sure that budgets and priorities 
are set fairly. We will be feeding back our 
research to the Home Office.”

TWO creative Borden Grammar 
School pupils have been named 
among the best art students in 
the country.

He said: “The course was very diverse and 
we were able to develop our ideas in direc¬ 
tions we chose.” 

They were among Borden’s pupils who 
enjoyed another successful year with their 
results, with 23 students gaining seven or 
more A*’s and A’s this summer. 

Ninety-seven per cent achieved the five A* - 
C marker, with 96 per cent of these including 
English and maths.

England expects - but 
we're allowed to jeer 


THERE may have not have been 
much to cheer about during 
England’s latest lacklustre display 
at Wembley but there was at least 
something to boo about - and what 
a fuss it caused. 

Ashley Cole found himself on the end of the 
jeers after an appalling back-pass let in the 
mighty Kazakhstan to score. And elements of 
the Wembley crowd were not best pleased. 

After all, this was an England team who just 
one match before had strolled to a 4-1 victory 
in Croatia and reignited the hopes of a nation 
that we were actually quite good at football. 

But, as ever, England proved on Saturday 
they are merely mediocre, limping to victory 
against a team of part-timers and were flat¬ 
tered by the final 5-1 scoreline. 

Yet the headlines on England’s performance 
were shared by those about the booing of Cole 
and the indignation of his captain and manag¬ 
er immediately after the match. 

A “disgrace” they said. “Morons” was how Rio 


Ferdinand described those who voiced an opin¬ 
ion. Well, they’re right, of course. One miser¬ 
able back-pass, however useless it may be, 
does not and should not warrant an immedi¬ 
ate backlash from fans. 

But this is Ashley Cole, and if there is one 
tradition in football longer than having a pie 
at half-time, it is surely that if you pay your 
money you are entitled to voice an opinion. 

Obviously foul racist abuse is never accept¬ 
able, but passing comment on a player’s form 
and attitude to the game surely is. Cole is, 
after all, a player who left former club Arsenal 
under a cloud after his pursuit of bigger wages 
led him to Chelsea. 

I’m not excusing the booing, but I suspect a 
certain element of it was based on a general 
dislike of Cole rather than a mere commen¬ 
tary on his shoddy bit of defensive work which 
allowed the Kazaks to make us look a bit silly 
in front of 90,000 fans and a TV audience of 
millions. 

You can make your own mind up as to 
whether he deserved it. But the bigger point 
here is surely that England should not expect 


constant, unrelenting support regardless of 
how they perform, either as a group or individ¬ 
ually. 

These are not amateurs who give up their 
spare time to showcase their love of football. 
They are young men paid as much as £100,000 
a week to kick a ball about. 

What’s more, those who attend games pay a 
handsome sum to do so. Therefore, in exactly 
the same way we’re entitled to slate a film if 
we pay to see it and it’s rubbish, the football 
fan is - within reason - allowed to voice his 
displeasure too. 

That’s how football works. We cheer when 
they do well and make them heroes. We offer 
support when we understand if they struggle. 

But when you are allegedly the best in the 
country, playing for your nation in a bid to 
qualify for the World Cup finals and you are 
not pulling your weight, well, a few jeers may 
help to ensure there is no repeat performance.

CATHERINE A 
HERBERT 

Swale council's arts 
and heritage officer 
who organised last 
month's Faversham 
Hop Festival, tells us 
about her role and 
background. 



Tell us a little bit about yourself. 

I grew up in Yorkshire and studied fine art and arts 
management, working primarily in the visual arts 
before joining Swale council earlier this year. I work 
on festivals, arts programming and heritage in the 
borough. 


What first interested you in arts and the arts 
scene? 

The 1995 Turner Prize exhibition was definitely 
significant; it was the first time I remember thinking 
I wanted to be an artist. 


Who or what is your favourite type of art or 
artist? 

This changes all the time but I really liked the show 
at the Barbican, The Martian Museum of Terrestrial 
Art which imagined aliens had discovered art works 
by over 100 artists and re-classified them as if they 
were artefacts. As far as specific artists are 
concerned I have spent a lot of time working for 
Adam Chodzko whose work is really extraordinary, 
it's a real privilege to have been involved with the 
making of this. 

What do you hope you can achieve with your 
work in future? 

I'm hoping for a really exciting time for the arts in 
the region with increased visibility for emerging 
artists and organisations, along with innovative and 
excellent arts programming throughout the region. 
The arts team are planning to expand Art At The 
Centre - an Arts Council England pilot project based 
at the Castle Gallery, Queenborough, and the annual 
festivals (Swale festival, Faversham Hop Festival, 
Sheppey Show, Sittingbourne Spectacular) will also 
be developed to include other art forms as an 
expression of the cultural life of the borough.

AFTER watching him

“I think all of us are romantic,” 
he says. “We all have incredibly 
yearning hearts. I’ve never seen 
anyone who gave up on looking 
for love in my life - even my suici¬ 
dal friends.

Gere, who describes the most

STEVE Coogan could shower 
us all with gold coins and £50 
notes and it still wouldn’t be 
as good as half an hour of 
Alan Partridge, the creation 
he thankfully first gave us in 
the early 90s.

more than one flutter away from mar¬ 
ital disaster or total elation.

Soon he gets drawn into the murky 
world of illegal gambling from the not- 
so-murky world of high street bookies. 

A case of better the devil you didn’t 
know. 

Just like all the best stars, Coogan 
shows he does tragedy as well as com¬ 
edy and this is buoyed with a smatter¬ 
ing of fine support from the likes of 
Bernard Hill and pretty much every¬ 
one who was in Early Doors and The 
Royle Family.

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Cruising in the lap of luxury

THE charming lady in Marks & 
Spencer’s bureau de change won¬ 
dered if my haul of euros would 
suffice for six days in a barge 
exploring the wide open spaces of 
the Camargue and the coastline of 
Languedoc-Roussillon. 

“It will never be enough,” she said. “Not for 
the south of France with the euro so strong.” 

But that’s one of the attractions of river 
cruising; the intimate, luxury alternative to 
superliners of 3,000 passengers or more. 

This is Charles and Camilla-style cruising, 
with staff tending to any needs, a gin and tonic 
available at any time of the day and night, and 
little sign of a sordid thing called cash. 

If you fancy a tray of oysters for brunch, and 
those left over reheated at teatime - yes, some¬ 
one really did - then your gourmet chef will be 
only too happy to oblige. 

But the main appeal of barging through 
France - as television chef Rick Stein illustrat¬ 
ed with his series a few years back - is that the 
landscape and historic towns and cities are 
often at their most beautiful when approached 
by river or canal. 

I found it hard to believe that Languedoc- 
Roussillon was for years viewed as the mos¬ 
quito-ridden poor relation of France’s 
Mediterranean coast and a pale shadow of its 
more illustrious neighbour, the Cote d’Azur. 

If there is a more memorable way of arriving 


in historic Avignon and glimpsing the tri¬ 
umphant silhouette of the Palace des Popes 
than clutching a glass of champers on the 
Rhone, then I have yet to discover it. 

Our epic voyage began in the ancient town of 
Agde. Eleven guests boarded L’lmpressioniste, 
described by owners European Waterways as 
“a floating hotel”, to be greeted over champers 
and canapes by a crew of five dressed in ele¬ 
gant white uniforms and looking rather like a 
Royal Navy reception in Buenos Aires. 

The captain, Nicolas Guedet, a jovial seafar¬ 
ing son of the Vendee, explained that the fine 
food and wines of the Languedoc-Roussillon 
region would be a key theme of our six-day 
voyage to the historic city of Avignon. 

Although the vessel, nearly 400 tonnes when 
fully loaded, began life as a working barge in 
the docks at Amsterdam in the 1960s, lavish 
refurbishment has created a grand vessel. The 
living/dining area and cabins below are air- 


conditioned and the decks are made of teak. 
Slowly our life of luxury evolved into a beguil¬ 
ing routine. 

Each day there was an excursion, in an air- 
conditioned people-carrier, guided by a mem¬ 
ber of the crew. 

No two stopping places were quite the same 
and there was always time for a leisurely 
lunch before chugging to a new destination by 
nightfall. 

Luckily, nobody had a set of scales to weigh 
themselves before we were driven to the sta¬ 
tion in Avignon. And the TGV express back to 
Lille, before the change of trains to Eurostar, 
hardly felt like five hours, because the views of 
landscape and hillside hamlets are often stun¬ 
ning enough to interrupt your reading. 

Long before we raced through Kent, I 
thought of another good argument for luxury 
barging - you don’t have to go anywhere near 
a crowded airport.

Efficiency drive 
will aid tenants 

PRIVATE tenants could save up to £700 
a year on energy bills if landlords 
installed straightforward energy-saving 
measures, according to a new study. 

A UK-wide survey commissioned by 
the Energy Saving Trust - a body set up 
to help tackle climate change - reveals 
that in the South East more than 70 per 
cent of householders said they would try 
to drive down the price if the home they 
were trying to buy or rent had a poor 
energy efficiency rating. 

The research also found that more 
than six out of ten respondents think 
landlords will pass on the cost of making 
their properties more energy efficient to 
the tenant, while eight in ten would 
think twice about renting from a land¬ 
lord whose property had a poor Energy 
Performance Certificate rating. 

From this month landlords are legally 
bound to show tenants the EPC score of 
the property they are renting out. 

EPCs tell people how energy efficient a 
home is on a scale of A-G. The most effi¬ 
cient homes - which should have the 
lowest fuel bills - are in band A. 

Chief executive Philip Sellwood said: 
"We know people are going to be looking 
to rent out places that are cheaper to run 
- it’s hardly rocket science. 

“A three-bedroom semi could move 
from band F to C, saving a tenant £700 a 
year on energy bills, if the landlord 
installed straightforward energy saving 
measures, such as insulation. 

“There is no good reason for landlords 
to pass the cost of upgrading a property 
to meet energy efficiency criteria.” 

Beckett's plans 

NEW housing minister Margaret 
Beckett has outlined her main aims after 
her move into the position formerly held 
by Caroline Flint. 

She said her priorities were to “help over¬ 
come the challenges in the housing mar¬ 
ket caused by global turbulence, while 
maintaining our focus on delivering the 
affordable homes needed to meet long¬ 
term demand”. 

Ms Beckett is also looking to help sup¬ 
port households struggling with mort¬ 
gage payments and those looking to get 
on to the housing ladder. 

Much of the Government’s housing 
development plans are centred on Kent, 
particularly around Ashford and along 
the Thames Estuary. 

Planners say fluctuations in the economy 
were factored in when the proposals were 
first outlined and the current downturn 
will not alter construction plans.

HOMEOWNERS in the South 
East are more likely to extend 
their property than those in any 
other region in the country, accord¬ 
ing to new research. 

Findings from a report by home improve¬ 
ment specialist Extend-A-Room have revealed 
that more than a quarter of its 2008 sales to 
date came from counties in South East 
England - and Kent in particular. 

Managing director Craig Miller says the lack 
of mortgage finance is preventing homeown¬ 
ers from taking the next step up the property 
ladder, prompting many to extend rather than 
move. 

He said: “In the current economic climate 
homeowners who need more space, maybe to 
accommodate a growing family, are struggling 
to make the move to a bigger property. 

Pioneering 

“Over recent months Extend-A-Room has 
seen a sharp increase in the number of home- 
owners who have chosen to extend. 

“This trend appears to be more prevalent in 
the South East, where property prices are esti¬ 
mated to have decreased by more than three 
per cent.” 

Extend-A-Room has pioneered new technol¬ 
ogy which means its extensions do not require 
foundations - good news for homeowners who 
want a fast, cost-effective extension with min¬ 
imum inconvenience. 

Mr Miller said: “Adding an extension 
increases the value of your property and does 
not incur the legal fees, estate agency fees or 
stamp duty associated with moving house - an 
attractive prospect for homeowners, given the 
state of the market.” 

With the property market not expected to 


begin its recovery until 2010, Extend-A-Room 
is preparing for an autumn rush in advance of 
the festive period. Extend-A-Room operates 
by undertaking a technical survey of a proper¬ 
ty which the owner wants to enlarge. 

Steel components are then manufactured 
and delivered, and roof and wall frames con¬ 


structed to measure the dimensions of the 
extension. They are then delivered to the 
address and builders follow a day or so later. 

From the initial decision of a homeowner to 
extend their house, the completion time is usu¬ 
ally between four and six weeks. 

Each project is costed individually.

The piece of the jigsaw - ignoring the ‘dead 
man walking’ Alhambra MPV - is the all-new 
Ibiza. The old car was fun, but looked out 
of step with the edgy styling of the bigger 
Leon family hatch-cum-coupe and sporty 
Altea MPV series. 

But this new five-door - a three-door 
SportCoupe arrives shortly - fits the new 
regime perfectly. 

Seat opted for a scaled up replacement in the

THE county’s businesses are going 
to have a higher profile and bigger 
say in the massive £9 billion 
Thames Gateway project, one of 
the largest planned regenerations 
in Western Europe. 

A dedicated taskforce has been set up by the 
regional chamber of commerce to monitor 
information, get involved with the roll-out of 
the project and reap commercial benefits from 
opportunities. 

Rochester-based Thames Gateway Chamber 
of Commerce - which covers the whole project 
region - has launched the Regeneration and 
Renewal Group to get to grips with the project. 

Chief executive Tracey Manley said: “It is 
crucial that the business community has as 
much information as possible concerning cur¬ 
rent and future regeneration and renewal 
projects and has an opportunity to influence 
the decision-making process. 

“The chamber strongly believes that busi¬ 
nesses within the region should have opportu¬ 
nities to benefit from and get involved with 
these projects. 

“The Gateway is a great place to invest, 
work and live and has huge potential.

Imminent signing to boost Town 
squad ahead of Saturday kick-off

FAVERSHAM Town joint-manager Justin 
Luchford hopes to unveil a new signing in 
time for Saturday’s Kent League Premier 
Division fixture with Slade Green at 
Salters Lane. 

“It’s a possibility by the end of the week,” 
Luchford told Yourswale. “It’s not because 
we’re looking to change our style or because 
players have been underperforming, but we 
need to strengthen our squad.” 

Luchford wouldn’t be drawn on his poten¬ 
tial new signing’s position, but confirmed he 
had experience at a higher level. 

Town were without a game on Saturday, 
but a number of first-teamers turned out for 
the reserves, who were beaten 4-1 at home by 
Holmesdale in Division 2. 

Striker Damian Able scored Town’s goal. 

“It backfired a bit because we lost,” 
Luchford admitted. “But it was an exercise 
really, I wasn’t too fussed about the result. We 
needed to keep them ticking over because we 
aren’t training on Tuesday night because the 
reserves have got a game.” 

The Lilywhites’ only injury worry for the 
Slade Green game is Dave Soutan. 

“He’s got a slight toe problem,” Luchford 
said. “But he thinks he’ll be all right - we’ll 
just have to wait for the physio to give him 
the all clear on Thursday.” 

Slade Green are one of the few strictly 
amateur sides left in the Kent League, but 
Luchford is wary of their threat. 

He said: “They had a good result last week 
against Slade Green, who are always a diffi¬ 
cult side to beat. They’ll be coming here in 
high spirits and looking to get a result.”

Abbott 'gutted' as 
players let lead slip 

GARY Abbott saw Saturday’s 3-2 loss to 
Dulwich unfold in front of him like a cheap 
horror movie. 

“I called it at half-time,” the Sittingboume 
manager told Yourswale. “We were 2-0 up 
and I said they’re going to smash it. I said 
don’t dive in and what happened? Joe 
Dowley dived in, they get a comer and all of 
a sudden it’s 2-1. As soon as we conceded I 
I said ‘we’re going to get beaten here’.” 

Abbott’s frustration was compounded by 
the fact the Brickies’ first-half display was 
so impressive. “I honestly don’t think any 
side in the division can live with us when 
we play like that, we can pass our way 
through anyone,” he said. 

“But we’ve got to learn. We did exactly the 
same at Leatherhead. I know the players 
are young, but you can’t keep saying that. 
Sooner or later something’s got to be done 
and I’ll do it if necessary.” 

Losing Tom Bradbrook to an ankle injury 
didn’t help. 

“When he went off we kept trying to 
smash it as if he was still there. That’s not 
what I’m about, I like to play it on the floor,” 
Abbott said. “And we had three or four expe¬ 
rienced players out there which makes it 
even more disappointing.” 

His assistant manager Richard Brady 
was one of them. ‘We had words after¬ 
wards,” Abbott admitted. “I know he’s my 
assistant and he gets us goals, but when I 
was a centre forward I’d help my defenders 
out at comers by getting in front of the man 
I was marking when the ball came back in. 

“He was always on the halfway line and 
he always had an excuse. I know he likes 
to play off the last man, but he’s got to help 
his defenders. You’ve got to defend from 
the front.” 

Even allowing for the number of errors 
Sittingboume made, Abbott still finds it 
difficult to believe his side lost. 

“I keep looking at the scoreline and 
wondering how we didn’t get something - 
I’m gutted,” he said.
